More Money Is 
Voted to Curb 
Narcotics Flow

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Appropriations Commit- 
tee voted today to give an extra 
$9.35 million totheTreasuryDe- 
partment's fight 
to cut off an 


illegal flow of marijuana and 
narcotics at the border. 


Problems rsulting from nar- 


cotics use, the panel said in a 
report accompanying its vote, 
has reached 
"major propor- 


tions" in the United States. , v- 
- '-'Almost all of the marijuana,; 
all of thji$eroin, all of the hash? 
ish, all of the cocaine, and all of 
the smoking 
opium 
in -the 


United States is smuggling'into 
this country," said the report, 
echoing earlier testimony of 
Treasury officials. 


The money is contained in a 


supplemental appropriations bill 
for the fiscal year which began 
last July 1. The measure is 
scheduled to be the last to be 
acted upon by Congress this 
year. 


Most of the money—$175 mil- 


lion is -for disaster loans al- 
ready made by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration to business- 
men in areas struck by Hurri- 
cane Camille. 


With the $9.35 million the 


Treasury Department plans to 
substantially increase its law 
enforcement 
effort 
against 


smuggling by adding 915 more 
agents by early January. 


The report said Operation In- 


tercept—the recent 
narcotics 


drive along the Mexican border 
— shows 
smuggling activities 


can be substantially reduced by 
increasing enforcement efforts. 


Another $869,000 
.was ap- 


proved to reimburse the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Serv- 
ice for its intensified efforts 
against smuggling across the 
southern border.

The total of U,S, combat dead 


last week was 43 per cent above 
the total for the week before, 
but the total of 592 Americans 
wounded was the lowest in that 
category in seven weeks. 


The Saigon government re- 


ported 411 of its troops killed 
last week and 1,005 wounded, 
compared with 373 killed and 
953 wounded the week before. 
The allied commands claimed a 
total of 2,469 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese killed, 205 
more than a revised toll of 2,264 
in the previous week. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters attributed the rise in cas- 
ualties to increased enemy ac- 
tivity. 


The weekly reports raised to 


39,742 the number of U.S. troops 
officially reported killed in ac- 
tion in Vietnam since Jan. 1, 
1961. Another 260,420 have been 
reported wounded. The allies 
claim 580,001 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed in that pe- 
riod.

14 Could Be 
Involved in 
Tate Slaying

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Au- 


thorities reportedly are investi- 
gating whether 14 persons may 
have been killed by one or more 
members of a hippie-style no- 
madic cult. 


Members of the clan already 


are charged in eight of the mur- 
ders, including that of actress 
Sharon Tate. 


The grim prospect of addition- 


al clan victims came to light 
just before today's arraignment 
of the Tate case's central fig- 
ure, Charles M. Manson, 35, the 
wild-bearded clan leader whose 
followers call him "God" and 
"Satan." 


Sheriff's deputies searched a 


movie ranch Wednesday near 
suburban Chatsworth, looking 
for signs of Donald O'Shea, 40, a 
stunt man and beer hall bouncer 
missing after a reported quarrel 
with Manson. 


Police have been looking for 


connecting 
threads 
in 
the 


Los Angeles deaths of two teen- 
age religious cultists. 


The Los Angeles Times today 


reported police are investigat- 
ing possible links between the 
Tate slayings and the deaths of 
a dope peddler, a motorcyclist 
in Bishop, Calif., and a member 
of the Manson clan in suburban 
Venice. No details were report- 
ed. 


With a court ban on comment 


imposed on officials, police kept 
mum on developments and dep- 
uties scouring the movie ranch 
were tightlipped. 


But 
the 
ranch's 
owner, 


George C. Spahn, 80, said Man- 
son and O'Shea had argued be- 
fore O'Shea disappeared. The 
cult had lived on his ranch for a 
time, Spahn said, against his 
will. 


P r o s e c u t o r s announced 


Wednesday they will seek a sin- 
gle trial for Manson and the five 
members of his desert tribe 
charged with murder and con- 
spiracy in the deaths of Miss 
Tate and six others. 


One of the defendants, Susan 


Atkins, also is charged in the 
murder of musician Gary Hin- 
man in Malibu, Calif. 


The prosecutors say they ex- 


pect the defendants will seek 
separate trails and will try to 
sever the case of the August 
slayings of the honey-blonde ac- 
tress and four others killed on 
her estate and from those of 
wealthy 
market 
owner Leno 


LaBianca and his wife, killed 
the next day.

policy s t a t e m e n t issued 
Wednesday. 


The Negroes had submitted a 


list of 17 grievances alleging 
discriminatory actions against 
them'in the schools. The:board 
asked for "documentary proof" 
to provide a basis for "a proper 
and thorough investigation." 


The board referred to the 


student 
body 
complaint 
by 


black students that they do not 
have equal representation i n 
school organizations. 


A request that a Negro be 


placed on the school board was 
referred by the board to the 
community. 


The board suggested that a 


committee on social relations, 
to be composed of blacks and 
whites, be established in the 
high school so students would 
have an opportunity to discuss 
areas of public concern. 


Supt. Robert Stephens said a 


poll of the 44 high school teach- 
ers showed six agreed with the 
grievances alleged by Negroes, 
six said there was insufficient 
information to decide, and 32 
said the allegations were in- 
correct.

Most narcotics enforcement is 


under the Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs, but Wil- 
son's criminal division investi- 
gators have cracked some ma- 
jor narcotics rings this year as 
part of the move against racket- 
eers. 


Wilson noted some estimates 


show crime syndicates obtain 
much of their income from nar- 
cotics trafficking. Overall, he 
said, organized crime syphons 
an estimated $60 million annual- 
ly from the nation's wealth. 


He also blames entrenched 


racketeers and their allies in 
government for arousing public 
distrust of officials and ghetto 
unrest in the cities. 


From January 20 through Oct. 


31, 306 organized crime indict- 
ments involving 695 persons 
were obtained as a result of de- 
partment investigations. Those 
statistics compare roughly with 
the 1968 record under former 
Atty. Gen. Clark- 396 organized 
crime indictments against 800 
persons. 


Wilson noted, however, most 


of the 1969 indictments were 
based on Investigations that be- 
gan as much as eight months to 
a year earlier. 


No accurate yardstick of the 


1969 record will be available, he 
said, until about March when, 
he predicts, grand juries will 
start charging leading racket- 
eers, including a number of Ma- 
fia figures.

School boards 
have been toppled for giving 
what parents consider to be 
the wrong answers, but what 
do the students think? Gil- 
bert Youth Research asked 
young p e o p l e across the 
country, age 14 to 25, and 
found them overwhelmingly 
in favor of sex education. 


"Children should be taught 


the facts of life the right 
way, before they learn to 
snicker at the mention of the 
subject," said a 24-year-old 
from Springfield, III. Though 
the majority of responses 
was positive, slightly more 
males than females felt the 
subject s h o u l d be taught 
(93.1 per cent and 89 per 
cent respectively). 


The National Gilbert Youth 


Poll revealed that all of the 
19 to 21 year olds were in 
favor of the subject, with 
94.3 per cent of those 22 and 
over agreeing. The largest 
portion of those against it 
(14.3 per cent) appeared in 
the 17-18 age group. 


A high school junior from 
Rome, N.Y., said, "I'd be too 
embarrassed if it's taught in 
coed classes, but that em- 
barrassment is exactly why 
it s h o u 1 d be taught at an 
early age, before kids learn 
to think of sex as something 
dirty." 


While most topics elicit 


some "I don't know" an- 
swers from respondents, al- 
most everyone questioned by 


the National Gilbert Youth 
Poll had an opinion oft this 
subject, f he Women felt sex 
education should be taught 
to children in lower grade 
levels than the men. with 
10.1 per cent believing It 
should begin in kindergarten, 
as opposed to only 5.4 pet- 
cent of the men. 


High school and college 


students agreed 
it would 


serve little purpose if begun 
in the 10th grade, with the 
most popular choice of high 
school students being the 
seventh or e 5 g h t h grades 
(38.2 per cent), and of col- 
lege students, the first or 
second g r a d e s (19.3 per 
cent). 


"If it's not taught before 


kids have begun to pick up 
their own ideas, the whole 
purpose is defeated." said a 
college freshman from Little 
Rock, Ark. "The idea should 
be to teach, not to correct 
wrong conceptions." 


Added a 24-year-old from 


Grand Rapids, Mich., "Kids 
are l e a r n i n g everything 
quickly, including sex, so 
proper instruction should be 
given as soon as possible." 


Among t h o s e who were 


a g a i n s t sex education in 
schools, a Harrisburg, Pa., 
high school senior said, "It's 
the responsibility of parents 
to tell their children as much 
as they think they should 
know." A Louisville, Ky., 
college sophomore 
offered 


that, "Not all c h i l d r e n 
mature at the same rate, 
and therefore some children 
might not be able to handle 
what others c o u l d at the

vided cities and towns with such 
worthwhile facilities as picnic 
tables, toilets, fireplaces and 
floral gardens. 


The Oklahoma 
program is

The Senate cleared the way 


for the expected final passage 
Wednesday night, disposing of 
the last of scores of amend- 
ments and bar ring further floor 
additions. 


Passage sends the measure to 


conference with the House al- 
most immediately, where lead- 
ers say there is little doubt 
many of the Senate amend- 
ments will be stripped away. 


Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 


chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee who will 
be chairman of the conference 
committee, predicted a compro- 
mise bill will be worked out by 
the end of next week. 


As first approved in the Sen- 


ate 
Finance 
Committee, the 


measure would have granted $9 
billion in tax relief while bring- 
ing in $6,7 billion in new reve- 
nue. 


But floor amendments bal- 


looned the relief figure to more 
than $11 million while trimming 
the new revenue figure to $6 
million. 


Nixon said he would veto the 


measure if it contained the in- 
crease in the income tax exemp- 
tion from $600 to $800 and the 15 
par cent across-the-board boost 
in Social Security benefits. 


Democratic leaders privately 


discounted the veto threat. They 
said the key Senate amend- 
ments will be changed in confer- 
ence to make them acceptable 
to the President. 


Senators worked more than 13 


hours Wednesday to get the bill 
into position for passage. 


The Senate adopted amend- 


ments easing restrictions on 
real estate businesses, small oil 
producers and tacked on a trade 
rider that would authorize the 
President 
to impose 
quotas 


when an import threatened a 
domestic product. 


The measure contains the big- 


gest social security increase in 
history and the second largest 
income tax cut in history. 


The 
Social Security boost 


would provide a $100 minimum 
monthly payment for an indivi- 
dual, an 82 per cent increase 
over the present $55, and a 15 
per cent increase for all of the 
other 25 million beneficiaries.

The Rev. L.C. Keys, 65, Ne- 


gro of Texarkana, Ark., was shot 
to death while deer hunting about 
9:30 a.m. Thursday in a wooded 
area near McNab. He was pastor 
of the Walker Chapel CME 
Church of Texarkana. 


Sheriff Jimmie Griffin said 


the Rev. Mr. Keys was struck 
in the heart by a rifle bullet and 
apparently died instantly. Sheriff 
Griffin said at least three shots, 
including one by the victim, had 
been fired at a running deer. 


All the men, at least five oth-

in the hunting party are 


white and the Rev. Mr. Keys had 
been a member of the Texarka- 
na hunting group for several 
years, the Sheriff said. 


The Sheriff said it hadn't been 


determined who fired the shot 
that killed the minister but in 
all probability it was from a 
rifle fired by Willie Beckham 
of Texarkana who was on a stand 
next to the victim. 


Sheriff Griffin said members 


of the group told him the victim 
was on a stand in a road but ap- 
parently had left it and walked 
into the woods.

ernment scientists say budget 
cuts have slowed research spon- 
sored by the National Institutes 
of Health and threaten to usher 
in "the dark ages of medical 
science." 


Joining non government sclen* 


tists in criticizing the cutbacks 
officials of the NIH—the world's 
largest concentration of medical 
research facilities—said a short- 
age of funds and personnel are 
bedeviling attempts to follow up 
promising research leads. 


Looking to the future, Dr 


Robert W. Berliner, an associ- 
ate director of NIH, said "I 
think we are going to lose a gen- 
eration of potential Investiga- 
tors unless things begin to pick 
up pretty soon in medical re- 
search and training." 


His top assistant, Dr. Carl M 


Leventhal, 
added: 
"We could 


have what you might call the 
dark ages of medical science. 
We're not there yet—but the po- 
tential is there." 


Berliner, Leventhal and other 


government scientists have, un- 
til now, been more or less silent 
about the research budget cuts. 
They spoke out in response to 
interview questions. 


In September, the Nixon ad- 


ministration announced a 5 to 10 
per cent cut in most govern- 
ment-aided health research as 
part of a government-wide ef- 
fort to stop inflation by budget 
trimming. The cuts amounted to 
about $30 million of $462 million 
for new and on-going NIH-spon- 
sored research. 


In addition, the administra- 


tion sought a $7 million reduc- 
tion in the still pending request 
for NIH funds for 1970. This bill 
Is now before the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee. 


Approximately 700 employes, 


many of them nurses but also 
some top research scientists, 
have been lost from the NIH 
complex since mid-1968. 


About 200 of these have been 


lost from NIH's clinical center, 
a 
516-bed research hospital 


whose uniqueness stems partly 
from the fact that it has some 
1,100 
research laboratories in 


close proximity to the patients 
and the doctors caring for them.

In the NIH clinical center, a 


new 20-bed section earmarked 
for research on mothers who 
run the risk of producing defec- 
tive babies lies vacant because 
of lack of nurses toman It.

have had to be pigeonholed for 
building at 
least 
10 special 


rooms employing a new princi- 
ple for the supportive, anti-In- 
fection care of leukemia pa- 
tients. The same Is true of plans 
for 
building 
a 
sophisticated 


"coronary intensive care" unit 
for heart-disease sufferers. 


Overall, the number of pa- 


tients admitted to the clinical 
center has been reduced by 7 
per cent in the last two years 
because of personnel shortages. 


"I'm 
still able 
to run a 


damned good hospital," 
says 


Dr. Robert M. Farrier, the cen- 
ter's acting director, "but, to 
maintain a high quality of care 
has meant cutting down on the 
quantity of patients that we can 
accornodate (for research pro- 
jects.)" 


Berliner said a major prob- 


lem has been one of personnel 
restrictions. "This has resulted 
in :i general 
slowdown on 
re- 


search here—including a slow- 
down on opportunities to start 
new programs," he said. 


Other NIH scientists cited the 


jettisoning of a proposed major 
clinical research program on al- 
lergies- still one of mankind's 
most mysterious foes—as anan- 
other example of curtailments 
on new programs. 


And In discussing cancer re- 


search, Dr. Edward S. Hender- 
son, chief of clinical care for 
NIH's leukemia patients, said: 


"I think our national priorities 


need revising. Research against 
cancer is more important than 
exploring 
outer 
space.

many of us are going to get to 
the moon, but a lot of us are 
going to get cancer."

"I am publicly committing 


Ford Motor Co. to an Intensified 
effort 
to minimize pollution 


from Its products and plants in 
the shortest time possible," he 
told his 10th annual year-end 
news conference Wednesday. 


Ford said that In addition to 


the outlay on car exhaust emis- 
sions his company will spend 
$30 million in 1970 on control on 
of 
air pollution its production 


plants. 


"You must r e m e m b e r, 


though," he said "that the auto- 
mobile is only a small contribu- 
tor to the environmental pollu- 
tion and the federal government 
must get fully involved in this 
fight. It will take not millions of 
dollars but billions." 


Ford said his company had 


experimented 
with alternative 


types of car propulsion such as 
battery-powered electrical pow- 
er packs and gas turbine en- 
gines but that the conventional 
piston-powered 
motor seemed 


the best bet as of now. 


In his news conference, Ford 


also made these observations: 


— "I think the economy is 


going to slow down some...I 
don't know how much." 


— The year 19G9 will end with 


about 9.6 million car sales in the

record of 9,641,000 set last year. 


-In 1970, auto sales will fall 


off to perhaps 9 million to 9.5 
million cars. 


— Ford will build an integrat- 


ed urban community in the vir- 
tually all-white Ford headquar- 
ters city of Dearborn. 


The complex, to be built on 


2,300 acres of company-owned 
land near Ford headquarters, 
will include middle and upper 
income housing, retail stores, a 
hotel, apartment buildings and 
recreation and cultural facili- 
ties.
